dred and sixty-eight miners, the majority charred be- 
yond recognition were found today in a tangled mass 
near the escape shaft in the third vein of the wrecked, 
mine.

for escape to the shaft, where they were overcome by 
the flames and black damp. The bodies wre brought 
to surface in loads of 25. 


The coroner ordered the immediate burial of a

{ASSESSING REAL ESTATE. 


Tht- constitution of Ohio provides that real estate 


for taxation shall be assessed at its true value in 
money. 
The constitution has been violated from the 


beicinuiuir. Real estate everywhere throughout 
the 


commonwealth instead of paying tax on its true value 
in money, has been paying on an average value never 
exceeding 60 per cent, more generally 40 per cent and 
in thousands of cases on less than 40 per cent of its real 
value. Out of this low valuation has grown the great- 
est evil from which municipalities suffer, namely : ex- 
orbitant rates of taxation which stand as a menace to 
the investment of capital and to new industries. An- 
other crying evil which has grown out of it is the great 
inequality among cities and towns in the relative pro- 
portion of tax they pay for the support of the state 
government. While the state rate of taxation has 
been the same, and is uniform, the actual taxes paid to 
the state varies, according to the ranging valuations 
in the locality on millions upon millions of property of 
the same real values. Different standards of valuation 
which the constitution particularly forbids have been 
maintained in different municipalities and counties. Of 
course it goes without saying that the standard for as- 
sessing property should be the same in every comm- 
and in every municipality. The contention of Stiite 
Auditor Fullington, in view of the situation, is right 
and it presents the only remedy for the evil and that 
is to raise the standard of all valuations for taxation 
up to the true values of the property in money. Couple 
with this sonic plan that \vill compel personal property 
to pay tax on its actual value, and that will bring from 
hiding millions of dollars of such property which now 
escapes all taxation and the total result will be of great 
benefit to every community in the state.
